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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States. 

1. Claims 5-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Tanaka et al. '286. 

Regarding Claims 5-10, Tanaka et al. '286 discloses in Fig. 1-4 the invention 
as claimed to include a main body constituted by a pipe 1 (known in the art with 
broad range of E and I), a steering bracket 4, a bracket 12, a U shaped stay 2, a 
reinforcing member 9, 10. 

Even though product-by-process claims are limited by and defined by the 
process, determination of patentability is based on the product itself. The 
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patentability of a product does not depend on its method of production (crush- 
molding). (MPEP 2113). 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 10/21/02 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant argument "The '286 patent fails to teach or suggest a 
pipe which constitutes a main body being integrally formed with joining parts by 
crush-molding and with the joining parts joined to the front pillars" is not valid. 
First, method of making (crush-molding) a part was not weighed in this application 
as a patentable limitation. Second, two parts are combined into a single part is also 
not a patentable limitation. Third, making a part using crush-molding method is well 
known in the art and clearly shown/taught by U.S. Patent 5,037,130 (included on 
PTO Form 892) issued to Okuyama, August 6, 1991.
